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Politics of panic infect vaccination progran 





Health officials say we’re due for a deadly influenza pandemic. But after last year’s meningitis panic,

ast February, the Capital Health 
[ ssc learned about the pol- 

itics of panic when it launched 
a massive vaccination program 
after the infection rate of meningi- 
tis soared and two young people 
died. The prevention campaign 
was considered a success, but 
some officials now view it as a 
dress rehearsal for a global flu epi- 
demic that could cost considerably 
more lives here in Edmonton. 

It’s happened before. A flu pan- 
demic between 1918 and 1920 
claimed at least 20 million people, 
most between the ages of 20 and 
50. Since then, four other global 
flu pandemics have occurred: the 
Asian flu in 1957, Hong Kong flu in 
1968 and Russian flu in 1977. 

Though none of the pandemics 
have been anywhere near as dead- 
ly as the Spanish flu, scientists 
believe it’s only a matter of time 
until another such strain wreaks 
havoc around the world. In fact, 
the outbreak of the so-called 
chicken flu, a previously unknown 
virus until it began to spread 
through Hong Kong in 1997, has 
prompted the United Nations to 
promote planning for a repeat of a 
dangerous flu pandemic. 

“I really think it’s just a matter 
of when it is going to happen,” 
says Dr. Karen Grimsrud, Alberta 
Health’s deputy provincial health 
officer. ; 

For the past six months, the 
province has been looking at ways 
it could handle a sudden outbreak. 

One thing Grimsrud knows for 
sure is that vaccination supplies 
will be short. “We won’t have 
enough vaccinations for every- 
body,” she said. “We will need poli- 
cies in place that say who gets the 
vaccination first.” 

That decision would be made 
based on who a flu virus hits hard- 
est. Last spring’s mass inocula- 
tions against meningitis have 
taught local health authorities a 
lesson in the politics of public out- 


rage. 

After an alarming increase in 
meningitis cases emerged, includ- 
ing two deaths, the province decid- 
ed to launch a mass inoculation 
program — but what started out as 
a concentrated effort to prevent 
the disease in a specific local pop- 
ulation mushroomed. The Capital 
Health Authority’s initial plan was 
to inoculate Edmonton teens 
between the ages of 15 and 19. 
Then, when parents of children 
between the ages of two and 14 
learned their kids were also at risk 
of contracting the potentially-fatal 
illness and could benefit from a 
vaccination, they demanded shots 
for their own kids. Alberta Health 
relented to the pressure, adding 
another 123,000 patients to their 
already ample workload. Over the 
course of 13 days, 173,000 vaccina- 
tions were completed. Parents, 
with their children in tow, lined up 
outside of makeshift health care 
centres for hours, waiting for a

vaccine that would not take effect 
for another 10 days. Not all went 
smoothly: there were at least two 
reports of tempers flaring. At one 
location a shoving match broke 
out when a school busload of stu- 
dents arrived at an inoculation 
centre and the kids were led to the 
front of the line. The potential for 
panic was tremendous. i 

Dr. Gerry Predy, medical officer 
of health for the Capital Health 
Authority, says things ran smooth- 
ly, considering the number of 
patients. But there were other con- 
cerns beside flaring tempers. “We 
were lucky there was enough 
meningococcus vaccination in 
North America,” Predy said. “With 
the meningococcal campaign we 
had good co-operation from the 
manufacturers. But with the flu, 
it’s going be a little different 
because everybody across Canada 
will want it.”

The problem will likely be com- 
pounded by the fact that a vaccine 
for a strain of flu that emerges 
unexpectedly will not have yet 
been created. Flu vaccines that are 
given out every year — programs 
are beginning this week — protect 
patients against a limited spectrum 
of flu viruses. 

A formal plan for handling such 
an outbreak, being made in con- 
junction with regional health 
authorities, the province and the 
federal government, is expected to 
be in place by next June. But offi- 
cials already know a few sure 
things. For starters, manufacturing 
a new vaccine can take up to five 
months, so plans to deal with a 
potent flu strike must consider a 
wide range of public health issues. 

“We have to have in our plans 
the scenario that we have no vac- 
cine, that we would have a large 
number of people who are sick,” 
she said. “The problem then

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Ilsa makes light of dark chapter in our recent past

ho’d have thought a Holocaust denier 
W could piss off and disappoint Nazi war 

criminals? Calgary playwright Blake 
. Brooker envisaged just such a scenario 
when he penned his controversial 1987 play 
Ilsa, Queen of the Nazi Love Camp. 
Brooker cast one of Alberta’s most infa- 
mous sons, a former social studies teacher 
named James Keegstra, in a Boys From 
_ Brazil scenario in which Usa and the 
Colonel, who ran a concentration camp 
during the Second World War, converge on 
Eckville, Alberta. 

The two are investigating a rumour that 
Adolf Hitler’s seed has been planted and 
the flower of white supremacy is about to 
bloom. The play takes audiences to an out- 
rageous meeting of the minds in which two 
larger-than-life Nazis tell it like it was. 

The play is notorious for a number of 
reasons beyond its content. Jisa premiered 
at the Edmonton Fringe Festival in 1987, 
after Keegstra had been convicted of pro- 
moting hatred against an identifiable group. 

Keegstra, it turned out, taught social 
studies students in Eckville that the 
Holocaust was a hoax and spouted off the- 
ories of an international Jewish conspiracy 
to rule the world. When Calgary’s One 
Yellow Rabbit Performance Theatre joined 
forces with Northern Light Theatre to stage 
the play here in March, 1992, the produc- 
tion coincided with a new trial Keegstra 
had won on appeal of his conviction. 

Mr. Justice Arthur Lutz, who was hearing 
the trial in Red Deer, halted the play’s run 
and cancelled its Calgary dates for fear the 
musical satire might influence jurors. 

Now, Workshop West Theatre is reviving 
the play, restoring the show at the Kaasa 
Theatre, the very stage it was banned from. 
The play’s themes are timeless and local 
and, according to artistic director Ron 
Jenkins, of the utmost importance. Racism, 
he believes, is mankind's biggest fault.

The script portrays Keegstra as he was: a 
likable guy you'd have no reason to doubt. 

“Keegstra paints himself to be a ‘little 
guy’ and high school students are ‘little 
guys’ and sometimes they want there to be 
a conspiracy — they want some ‘real’ 
explanation for the way things are,” said 
Arnold. 

The way things are is that people like Jim 
Keegstra exist. But Ilsa and the Colonel are 
definitely unreal. Brooker’s Nazis are 
drawn as large, cartoonish characters. 
Think Boris and Natasha from The 
Adventures of Rocky and Bullwinkle. The 
Colonel ran a concentration camp — com- 
manding assembly-line slaughter — and 
Ilsa provided entertainment for the officers. 
Both were true believers and pursue their 
white supremacist dreams all the way to 
Eckville. 

“There are moments when the play is 
more real and we make points and let them 
sink in, then it’s back to grotesque-land,” 
says Sheri Somerville, who plays the nasty 
whore, Ilsa. 

“Half of it is making fun of the Nazis and 
the other half is more serious, saying, ‘hey 
— this is what these fuckers were like,’ ” 
adds John Ullyatt, who plays the Colonel. 
“They were having a fuck of a time — they 
were having a ball!” 

Somerville agrees. Their characters rev- 
elled in the blood-drenched glory of the 
Third Reich. “They had everything: the 
power, the money; there were no bound- 
aries, no rules. The world was theirs,” she 
said. “And at the end of the war they were 
nobodies. Criminals. Talk about being 
knocked off your pedestal.” 

Playwright Blake Brooker says he inten- 
tionally made the Keegstra character as a 
nice guy. “I didn’t put any words into his 
mouth that he didn’t say already. In the 


~ play, he only ever says mild things. He 


never once says the word ‘Jew’ for exam- 
ple,” said Brooker. “Let’s remember that 
this man lived in a small town and you 
can’t live in a small town and run a garage 
without having some kind of social skills.” 

Keegstra, who now lives in Red Deer, did 
not reply to SEE’s requests for an inter- 
view. 

Brooker says he wrote the play out of 
anger — not only over Keegstra’s teach- 
ings, but also because of the way the case 
was portrayed in the national media. 
“When you look at the reflection of our 
reality in’ 


national media, it’s hick ;

“So we were 
victimized twice: 
the first time by 
this creep, and the 
second time by the 
treatment of our popula- 
tion by the national media, 
as though this is normal for 
here and tolerated here, when 
in fact it isn’t the case at all.” 

The company toured the 
play across the country 
and overseas, but OYR 
suffered all manner of 
grief over Ilsa’s 1992 run. 
Not only was the show 
banned during the 
Keegstra trial, but 
Brooker found himself 
under investigation by 
the RCMP. Brooker’s 
friends and colleagues 
in Edmonton and 
Calgary were ques- 
tioned by police about 
his lifestyle and char- 
acter. The playwright 
refused to meet with the 
cop, who informed him 
nine months later, in 
December of 1992, that 
the investigation was 
over. 

“The forces of the 
state were brought to 
bear on someone com- 
menting on this in a 
comedic way 

. and it seems to 
me the powers 
that be should 
have been inves- 
tigating other 
individuals 
beside the 
poor theatre 
artists. What 
about the school 
board?” 

It wasn’t only cops and the 
courts giving Brooker and 
OYR a hard time. The play- 
wright was rattled when 
Keegstra supporters gave 
him a rough ride during a 
guest spot on a call-in 
radio show.

My Boyfriend’s Back and 
There’s Gonna Be Laundry, pre- 
miéred at the Edmonton Fringe in 
1987 and signalled the beginning of 
her solo career. It was followed by 
her settling down in The Cycle 
Continues and grew eventually to 
include her marriage in Wedding 
Bell Hell. 

Wit’s End chronicles the break- 
up of her marriage and relocation 
to her farm in Halton Hills, Ont. 
“He walked out on me and I deal 
with that in a very matter-of-fact 
way. I made a deliberate and con- 
scious effort to speak honestly and 
consequently honour that experi- 
ence,” she said. “I’ve maintained 
my own dignity and the dignity of 
everyone in the show. I don’t 
bash.” 

This story is about her moving 
on. “On that one day, I had lost my 
internal conversation with my own 
creativity. My voice was stilled and 
I'd always counted on it to lead me 
to the next encounter. Living in the 
middle of nowhere, I found other 
forms of creativity in life that were 
no less creative, just not about per- 
formance.” 

Performance, however, is where 
her self-revelation was leading. 
Creating Wit’s End was like “a big 
jazz experience.” 

Over a three-week period,

“They'd heard so many young 
players who had put aside learning 
what it takes to have a group 
sound for the sake of individual 
expression that they thought we 
were just a couple more from that 
school.

f, like me, you weren’t around 
| for the heyday of art cinema but 

spent many an angsty teenage 
night escaping from the world in a 
repertory theatre, then Birds, 
Orphans and Madmen is likely to 
give you a shock of recognition. 
This is quintessential European art 
film, not the type that is bleak and 
sober with naked ladies (that’s 
Bergman), but the free-wheeling, 


anarchic kind, also with naked 
ladies, but usually from Eastern or 
Central Europe. 

Birds, Orphans and Madmen, 
directed by Juraj Jakubisko, a 
Slovak representative of the 
Czechoslovakian New Wave, is full 
of inventive spirit, to say the least. 
It is fantastical and psychedelic 
and very messy — a melange of 
Godard, surrealism, and 60s coun- 
terculture garishness. It opens

with a circus-in-the-rubble 
sequence, in which. vibrantly 
cloaked children act as a kind of 
introductory Greek chorus, and as 
the camera swoops in and out and 
flies about to create all manner of 
intoxicating optical effects, you 
marvel at how trippy it is while 
hoping it proceeds to calm down. 
It does. It’s even got a linear narra- 
tive, though a tricky one to make 
sense of, operating as it does on 
symbolism and allegory and that 
deep-sounding philosophizing that 
is really nonsense. 

The film is more junk aesthetic 
than anything — a trio of outcasts 
frolicking in a grand, bombed-out 
building, draped in eclectic scraps 
like latter-day Harlequins and 
accompanied by a motley ensem- 
ble of humans and birds. The three 
friends, of course, make up a love 
triangle: the homoerotic buddies 
and the little Mia-Farrow-in- 
Rosemary’s Baby waif. The leader, 
Yorick, is fiercely subversive, his 
fun-loving nature really a nihilistic 
stance. Ondrej and Martha are 
more malleable, but ultimately not 
enough for Yorick when things 
take a turn. All characters are 
engaging, especially Yorick, who’s 
got a great, wry face that’s hard to 
dislike. 

Also hard to dislike is the exu- 
berance of the film, an exuberance 
that prevails despite the sunless-

Despite this being an Edmonton first, 
don’t expect the White Spot to be some 
secret hideaway kinda place. The night we 
visited the joint was PACKED to the well- 
appointed rafters! 

AGiven that we were totally Starving, the 
Scooby Review Gang opted to sit on the 
bar, which turned out to be a wise service 
choice: small, central and immensely 
well-attended. I have to say we got the 
best and most sincere table service in 
months). 

Speaking of the room, I’m being mildly 
misleading when I call it a roadhouse 
design-wise. Edmonton’s White Spot is a 
large room with a very polished post-mod- 
ern feel to its decor: large river-stone fire- 
place, warm wood trim and funky contem- 


porary fixtures, plus the batteries of booths 
and mini-armchair seating areas for the 
height of retro-diner comfort. The menu is 
also pretty broad and more upscale than 
you'd believe from a mere diner (no matter 
how upscale), 

But given it’s reputation, we decided to 
stick pretty close to basics: steak and 
hamburgers, with their Combo Plate to 
start. 

The Combo Plate was not the best 
combo I've ever had, but one of the ie) ) 
contenders: crispy chicken strips, spicy 
battered shrimp, crisp dry ribs, Parmesan 
garlic fries (signature French fries 
flavoured with garlic and Parmesan cheese 
— much tastier than it sounds), onion rings 
and carrot and celery sticks. 

For entrees I had the Famous Triple “O” 
Burgers (a very traditional burgers drip- 
ping with the chain’s special Triple “O” 
sauce and sided with thick-cut fries and 


very creamy coleslaw) and Ray had the T- 
bone steak (Triple-A, 14 oz.). 

The burger was quite fine except that 
they put on way too much sauce for my 
tastes (on the side next time) and the buns 
were way too small —/not a dish for the 
delicate 

Ray's steak was super-duper roadhouse 
style, sided with mushy peas, buttery 
mashed potatoes and topped with equally 
buttery white mushrooms, The only down- 
side was that it was way overdone. Mind 
you, the staff was quick to offer reparation 
for the slight in the preparation and hustled 
us up a free sweet to top the meal: the 
Chocolate Passion Cake. 

Passion may be too weak a word: seven 
layers of fudgey, velvety chocolate cake 
and thick, buttery icing, sided with a hunk 
of premium vanilla ice cream and drizzled 
with hot fudge sauce. As deadly and deca- 
dent as it sounds.
